The 
pre« o'f 'Philadelphia and other nearby cities 
reoitod from day to day the scandalous charges 
of'the influences exerted to force an unwilling 
Republican State Senate to confirm the nomina- 
tion of a Democrat as Chancellor in order to 
i lf-ir t'"p way for the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of T. Cobman du Pont as Senator.

The last great tract of untouched pine timber 


in the United States and the last frontier .of 
settlement, are about- to pass. 


Behind tha announcement of the Forest Serv- 


ice regarding the proposed sale of timber in 
the Malheur National Forest, Oregon, says a 
statement by the National- Lumber Manufac- 
turers Association, lumbermen see the last op- 
portunity for their trade to deal initially with 
a virgin pine forest of great extent, and the 
last opportunity for the settler to take posses- 


n of a region, now remote from railways and 
rkets and virtually unusad agriculturally. 
''The 'opening for sale of the timber of the 


Bear Valley unit of the Malheur National For- 
est" says the statement, "affects 890,000,000 
f°et of the great Blue Mountains forests now, 
and means the-beginning of the lumbering of 
the entire togst with its more than 7,000,000,- 
000 feet of.'timber. 
To begin the lumbering 


operations it will be necessary to build SO miles 
of main line railway, besides tap lines, which 
will open for settlement an agricultural country 
with area of 10,000-.square miles. 


"While this ancient forest is doomed, the 


terms are such that the succession of its sylban 
posterity is secure. Though the timber,now 
offered for sale by the forest Service is suffi- 
cient only to keep a- moderate sized mill run- 
ning continuously for twenty years, the Service 
will at the end- cf that time open up another 
unit and eventually'7,000,000,000 feet of timber 
will be available. If is reckoned that by the 
time the last unit is cut over, the first one will 
be ready for cutting again.

-The agricultural development to ensue upon 


the lumbering activities which will employ hun- 
dreds of men and the necessary railway build- 
ing, also will demonstrate the policy of using 
the national forests as an adjunct of the gen- 
eral progress and welfare of the adjacent re- 
gians. According to' the forecast of .the For- 
est Service, there will be at least one logging 
and lumbering unit that will 
never have to 


move on to find r.ew forests, at least one -saw- 
mill town which .will never die for lack of. ma- 
terial for its industries. .

other strong winged fowl, in northern sections, 
and marking them with light bands bearing a 
serial number and the legend, 
"Biol,1 Surv., 


Wash., D. C." The numbers on the fowl are 
recorded frpm time to, time, hunters bagging 
some of those'-' marked, report where and when 
the bird was brought down. 


More than two hundred 
such 
birds were 


.oosed with the bands from Lake Scugog, "in 
Ontario, about-20.miles-north of Ontario, and 
many reports- have been received. 
So far, the 


record .flight "is "that cf a. .blue-winged teal, 
banded September 4, 1920, and . killed 
two 


months' and-seven days .later in a-swamp near 
Port of Spain, on the Island of Trinidad. The 
shortest'possible flight . the 
bird could have 


taken-^to reach this -point; .which is off the coast 
of Venesuela, is 3,000 miles. 


In tracing their routes it seemed apparent 


that the mallards'and .black duck travelled to- 
gether and-their course from Lake Scugog was 
southward along- the -shores of Lake Erie by 
way of the St. Clair flats.
